Dr. Nagusha, who is a bacteriologist of 
prominence in Japan, was at the Auditorium 


study of the plague in Hongkong, in Bombay, 
in Japan, and in other of the Oriental coun- 
tries. He was convinced, he said, that rats 
are the greatest propagators et contagious 
diseases. 

Japan, said Dr. Nagusha, had made an offi- 
cial investigation of the harm done by rats, 
and the result of this investigation would be 
brought to the attention of the civilized 
world. Rats, declared the visitor, served no 
useful purpose, and, besides spreading germs, 
gnaw their way into hundreds of thousands | 
of dollars’ worth of property each year. 
“I am aware that I am not advaneing a 
‘new idea,” said Dr. Nagusha, fort bacteriol- | 


ogists and members of the medical profession John Pr 
been aware of the 
work in the way of propagating contagious io 


diseases, but I did not realize the extent of 
this evil until I came to make my recent in- 
vestigations in connection with the bubonic 
plague in the Hast. I visited Hongkong, 
Bombay, and other parts of the Orient, not to 
speak of Japan, and everywhere I was con- 
fronted with the fact that rats tar more than 
anything else were the active causes in 
propagating and spreading the plague. 


Preventives of Little Avail. 


“ The serum unquestionably is an excellent 
preventive, as are some other remedies, but 
so long as there are swarms of rats to spread 
the disease it is too much to hope for effective 
results through any of the protestive agen- 
cles now known. 
Time and again I found that rodents were 
the active cause in spreading the disease into 
some new quarter where every ordinary pre- 


ady. These precautions would have been 
effective in all probability but for the infected 
rodents carrying the germs with them. 
“Rats are a pest, pure and simple, and 
without a single redeeming point. The world 
would be much better off without them; even 
if we eliminate the disease question, but this 
is the one great evil they work, and it can, I 
belleve, be remedied if the nations of the 
world act together in effecting their destruc- 
tlon. My own country has discovered this 
and is taking steps looking to the destruction 
of the rodents. It is proposed that other na 
tlons be appealed to in the common cause. 


preventing the spreading of disease. 


As a Measure of Economy. 

Again, the destruction of the rats could 
be commended on the score of general econ- 
omy, for they eat and destroy hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of food and 
property of various sorts every year. I think 
there can be no doubt there are probably 
two or three times as many rats in the world 
as there are human beings, and their main- 
tenance is accomplished by the consumption 
| of almost incalculable amounts of food prod- 
ucts, If their destructiveness in this regard 
was limited to the amounts they actually 
consumed it would not be such a serious mat- 
ter, but they destroy or make unfit for food 
much more stuff than they consume. 

When it is considered that against ail 
these bad qualities not a single good quality 
can be urged in behalf of the rats, there’ 
scems no reason why the world should con- 
sent to let them longer prey on humankind. 
It certainly is to be hoped that concertod 
movement may be made by the nations of 
the world against the pests.”
